AN ACT supplemcntary to the several acts relating to the Milwaukee
and Rock River Canal.
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Be it enacted by the Council and House of Representatives of

the Tervitory of Wisconsin:

Src. 1. ‘That in the construction of the locks on the Mil.
waukee and Rock River canal, it shall be lawful to substitute
wood instead of stone, whencver in the opinion of the chief
engineer, approved by the canal commissioncers, such substitu-

tion shall be deemed expedient.

SEc. The governor of the territory is hereby authorised
to execute and issue bonds in the name of the territory, for any
sum not exceeding one hundred thousand dollars, Learing an
interest of seven per cent per annum, payable semi-annually:
Provided, That all or any part of any moneys which may be
borrowed in pursuance of this aet, may be deposited in any
sound specie paying banks, which shall be selected by the canal
commissioners and the governor of the territory, subject to the
draft of the receiver of the canal fund whenever the same may
be required for expenditurzs on the canal, but in all other res-
pects conformable to the provisions of the first section of the
“act to provide for aiding in the construction of the Milwauken
and Rock River canal,” approved February 28th, 1859: Pro.
rided, That tho canal commissioners are required to, and shall
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
